The Ger- 
man losses had been terrific and 
thousands of dead Germans, he said, 
were lying in front of the British 
Jines. 
In the 18 ‘days of the Arras battle, 
General Maurice continued, the Bri- 
3 ‘tish casualties had been something 
d less than half what they were in the 
corresponding period of the Somme 
offensive, while the numbers _ of 
prisoners and guns captured by the 
British furees were much greater 
than in the same period jon the 
Somme. |

established their superiority.

Ganadians Repeated Their| Fifth Canadian Division 


Heroism of Vimy fidge 


LONDON, April 29.—To the Cana- 
dians, conquerors of the famous 
} Vimy. Ridge, fell the work of captur- 
ing Arleux, two miles from the 
Drocourt-(jueant line and east of 
Vimy Ridge. In a brilliant assault 
the Canadians took the village. Cer- 
man counter-attacks failed to move 
them, and in hand-to-hand fighting 
the attacking forces were driven 
hack. Fierce encounters, in which 
the bayonet and rifle butt were used 
frequently, marked the fighting on 
the front from Vimy Ridge south 
across the Scarpe to Monchy-Le- 
Preux. 

When: dawn broke over the battle 
field Sunday it found the Canadians 
holding tenaciously to  Arleux-En- 
Gohelle, which they captured Satur- 
day in a thrilling battle. The night 
had not been a restful one, for the 
Germans threw a heavy counter-at- 
tack against them, which required 
lrard work to put down with _ rifle 
and machine gun fire. Heavy casual- 
ties were inflicted on the Germans. 
| Canadian Headquarters in France, 
jApril 29 (by the Canadian- Overseas 
Correspondent).—The bite taken out 
by the Canadians this morning was 
about 2,500 yards in length, with a 
penetration of the enemy’s line at 
the deepest point of 1,800 yards. 
From a ridge over Farbus, whence a 
view could be obtained of the Arieux- 
Oppy slope;"tp which the Canadian 
and British advance was made yes- 
terday, I watched the tremendous 
spectacle of the last fierce burst of 
fire from hundreds of guns. It was 
Vimy Ridge over again in that re- 
spect. 


,TEUTONS TAKEN BY SURPRISE 


The infantry went forward in the 
‘light of dawn and from the ridge 
their progress could be followed only 
,by the lifting of the barrage from 
time to time as the enemy gave way 
;The Teutons were taken by surprise, 
the first prisoners said, and, while 
,expecting attack, had not expected 
an assault so soon. A few of the 
higher officers were in their ie 
outs or front trenches when ur 
movement was launched. 

- For a time the Germans gave: evi- 
dence of lack of direction or, con-

and put up a stiff fight from the 
eellars of Arleux, and had to be 
‘driven out with bayonets and bombs.

ENEMY ARTILLERY 


REINFORCED , 


The enemy’s artillery, which ear- 
lier in the action had been firing 
spasmodically on Vil’erval and Far- 
bus Wood, was strongly reinforced 
later yesterday morning. To meet 


it, as well as to prevent German 
concentration, our heavy artillery 
threw an effective fire into the 


enemy's line, which included tho vil- 
lage of Fresboy, to the east of 
i Arleux. Here the Germans are only 
,about nine miles from Douai. 

A feature of the action was the 
procession of our stretcher cases 
across the open plain borne by Ger- 
man prisoners. They 
the fireswept zone carrying out 
wounded, who, even when badly hit, 


enjoyed the triumph of being — thus 
served by the enemy, or their own 
seriously wounded. 

The number of prisoners passed 


unwounded through our lines yester- 
day afternoon was about 200. Over 
one hundred wounded enemies were 
being cared for by our surgeons. 
These figures are liable to be — in- 
creased.

Election in War Times 


OTTAWA, April 30.— Before the 
adjournment of the house to-night 
there was an interesting debate on a 
r.otion by A. K. Maclean, that no 
further appointments should be made 
to the senate until after a general 
election. Mr. Maclean argued that 
the government was really 2 war 
emergency government since the ex- 
tension bill of last session. No vac- 
ancies due fo death were being filled 
in the commons and it was unfair 
to one political party that the 
other should make all the senate ap- 
|pointments during a war emergency 
term. 

Sir Thor-as White and  MHon. 
Arthur Meighen opposed the motion 
on behalf of the government, agreed 
that the government possesses the 
full right to fill vacancies in the 
senate. Mr. Meighen said that Mr. 
Maclean was wrong in assuming that 
senate appointments were a matter 
of party patronage. They might 
better be compared to the appoint- 
ment of judges. Sir Thorras _ said 
that while it was desirable that 
elections should be avoided during 
war time, there should be no objec- 
tion to the filling of senate vacan- 
cies. 

Dr. Michael Clark asked the gov- 
ernment not to take a definite stand 
on the matter until the return of 
the prime minister. The govern- 
ment, he said. should not offer pro- 
yocation to the opposition because 
they were human. The party re- 
sponsible for bringing on an election 
will be greatiy blamed by the 
country.  ‘‘If it comes at a time 
when our men are falling in thous- 
ands,"’ he said, ‘‘it is bound to have 


a destroying effect on national 
unity.” 

The motion was declared ‘“‘lost on 
division.” 

Previously, the house passed a

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~ WARSHIP VENTILATION 


Difficult Task ‘When § Structure Is so 
Complicated 

One of the most difficult problems 
in building a modern battleship is to 
secure satisfactory ventilation. A 
& complicated thing, 
made up of so many steel boxes, 
large and small, for the accommo- 
dation of officers, men, coal, ammuni- 
tion, and stores; dotted here and 
there with so many steel ladders, 
automatic lifts, steel’ bulkheads, and 
watertight doors, varied here and 
‘there by miles of electric wires be- 
‘longing to lghts, telephones, bells, 
and motors, to say nothing of .the 
endless mileage of pipes for flooding, 
draining, pumping, fresh water, fresh 
: air or compressed air, and speaking 
| tubes. 
| First in importance comes the ven- 
tilating of the boiler and engine 
rooms. When you begin to think of 
the gangs of coal-black demons work- 
ing away in the bowels of the ship 
at a temperature of 120 deg.; when, 
too, you commence to realize that 
unless the furnaces receive their re- 
quired draught the speed of the battle- 
ally drops to below that of her sis- 
; ters in the squadron, you appreciate 
the importance of the steam-driven 
| fans to the furnaces and boiler rooms. 
, The supply of air comes down through 
large watertight trunks which are 
continued right up to the weather 
deck, ,armored gratings being pro- 
| vided at the protective deck. 

For ventilating engine rooms, large 
electric fans are employed. §0, too, 
.the coal bunkers have tp be venti- 
lated, owing to the gas which the coal 
gives off. This gas, when mixed 
with air,-forms an explosive; so, in 
order to prevent a possibility of in- 
jury to men or ships, a supply and an 
exhaust pipe are fitted in such a 
manner as to cause a current of air.

The news of his death reached his 
father in a telegram from Scotland 
which contained only the words, 
“John killed.” Mr. Lauder was ba ly 
shaken by the news. In his son all 
his hopes for the future were centred, 
and it was for him that he bought an 
estate in Scotland. His son’s flancee 
stayed with him throughout the day.

The acie head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stoad a quarter section uf available 
Dominion land in Manituba, Sask- 
tchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person ay. the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or fuv-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
ouso is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
ip good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homesteud patent; also 50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
stead patent, on certain conditions.

Messrs. Howlett and Hammiond 
wrote asking for four foot walk on 
south side Ist Street S.E. in front 
at Block B, as same was badly need- 
ed. 

The Council seemed adverse 
building any walks this year. 

Jampbell, Wilson & Horne wrote 
asking for a crossing over the side- 
walk on Gaectz Avenue. 

The Council were not in favor of 
this, and the Mayor said he thought 
the difficulty could be solved by fix- 
ing up the street.

A. W. Dingran wrote the Council 
that he would visit the Council in 
a few days to consider further the 
proposed gas franchise. 

Olster, Hammond & Nanton wrote 
the city through the solicitors that 
they were prepared to recommend 
their principals to make payment of 
1916 taxes in three monthly instal- 
ments, in April, Mav and June, pro- 
vided the city would he willing to 
carry the balance of 1915 taxes over 
for one year without any further 
penalties. 


RE TAX COLLECTIONS 


Payne & Graham, city solicitors, 
reported on the collection of taxes 
put‘into their hands for collection as 
follows:—

With regard to the taxes which 
we have for collection at the pre- 
sent time they number in all 194. 


We find on going through our books 
that 63 of these have paid in full, 
been 
made on account. This would leave 
a balance of 93 accounts in which 
there has been nothing paid. Many 
of these parties have spoken to us 
and are arranging for settlement. 
Others have agreed to make pay- 
ment on account as soon as poss- 
ible. There are sorre of the 93 who 
have been absolutely indifferent and 
who should be cor-pelled to pay. We 
are pleased to state that these are 
few. 

We find that on going thro.ysh our 
records:that the following amounts 
have been paid on-the taxes which 
we have for collection: February 8, 
$620.58; February 28th, $1232.37 ; 
March 31st, $6906.16; April 26th, 
$1507.04. Total, $10266.16. 

There have been three accounts 
sued, one of which has been settled 
in full, and another a payment has 
been made on account and the party 
has promised to pay the balance in 
two months. The third one has not 
been paid, but the time for signing 
judgment has not yet expired. 


REPORT ON BRIDGES 


Engineer Dawe reported on tho 
condition of bridges within the city 
limits. 

In bricf,_5th Street N.E. bridgo 
is in very bad shape throughout and 


should be replaced, or thoroughly 
repaired. 

3rd Street N.E. bridge is in 
food condition and will require no 


attention. ; 

2nd Street N.E. foot bridge ig in 
good condition but needs slight re- 
pairs. 

Ross Street bridge is in bad 
shape and repairs will cost half of 
new bridge. Recommend that bridge 
be closed until something can be 
done. 

1st Street South bridge is in good 
shape for this year. 

Suspension bridge into Park—This 
is in good shape but needs repair to 
north end, and would be improved 
by raising. north, end.

City of Red Deer, 
Gentlemen : 

We called for applications for rent- 
al of nuisance grounds for the cur- 
rent year, and submit herewith the 
applications received. We accepted, 
subject to your approval, that of 
C. L. Bagley. 

We requested Engineer Dawe to 
report on the conditions of the 
Deer, and submit 
herewith his report: It is evident 
that we'are fated with the necessity 
of replacing three important bridges, 
on Ross Street, Ist Street South, 
and on 5th Street North. Alt of 
these bridges should be permanent 
structures, preferably of concrete, 
but as labor and !material is high at 
present, and we are under the nec- 
essity of keeping down capital  ex- 


penditures to the minimum, we bee 
lieve the building of any of these 
should be deferred for the present, 
and the old bridges repaired at the 
least possible cost consistent with 
safety. We therefore recommend: 
(1st). That Engineer Dawe be re- 
quested to report on the best 
method of repairing the Ross 
Street bridge ; 
(2). That the repairs to the other 
bridges advised by him be made. 
We submit report of our Solicitors 
on the application of the Village of 
North Red Deer for exemption from 
school taxes on Village property. 
Last year we graded some roads 
in the City with the little grader. 
This work was done from time to 
time, using the City team and fore- 
man whenever oth« ‘oat not 
pressing. As a result the roads were 
considerably improved at a little 
cost to the City. This year, with 
your approval, we will continue this 
work and try to finish out 1st Ave. 
East, and 2nd Avenue East, and 
other roads if possible. We are 
also trying to obtain a small street 
cleaner’s cart for use in picking up 


stones and rubbish from the streets. ! 


We are advised by A. W. Dingman ! 
that he will be here this week to 
further discuss the gas franchise. We 
have been waiting for him to come 
up for some time, but hope to get 
the matter finally arranged, so that 
it may be laid before you for action 
at the next meeting. 

Night constable McEwan resigned 
to accept another position, and 
Halstead has been put on duty in 
his place temporarily.- We are not 
prepared at present to report fur- 
ther on police work, but hope to be 
able to do so at the next ‘meeting. 

Commissioner Stephenson has 
taken up with the Military Author- 
ities the question of accounts for 
Exhibition buildings and the result 
will be submitted to you when the 
matter is settled. The Military au- 
thorities are fixing up the buildings 
preparatory to turning them back to 
the City. We requested Ald. Lord 
to act for the Council in this mat- 
ter, and he has kindly done so. 

We are not prepared to report on 
the Bandstand question at this 
reeting as we have not received 
plans and estimates from the Band 
officials. 

After fully considering the question 
of a swimming pool, it is our opin- 
ion that it would not be advisable 
for the City to undertake any 
scheme for providing such until such 
time as a proper pool can be built 
and properly supervised during | the 
time in use. 

The By-law governing bill posting 
provides that bills shall not be post- 
ed in Red Deer except by a licensed 
bill poster, and by him only on bill 
boards on locations approved by the 
Commissioners.

. NANTON PROPOSITION 
They offer to pay the 1916 arrears ; 
in three monthly instalments, April, 
May and. June. provided they are 
given a year’s extension to pay the 
balance of 1915 taxes without fur- 
ther penalty being added.

Lessons From the 
Bull Sales 


One fact that must have impressed 
those who listed bulls in the sales 
| recently held in Edmonton and Cal- | 
gary is the amount of moncy which | 
buyers are willing to pay for 
-‘‘finish.’’ In every case those  ani- 
n:als that were smooth and soft in 
the hair, loose in the hide, and that 
carried a fair amount of fat, brought 
good prices. On the other hand, 
the bull that was hide bound and 
generally out of condition sold at 
a low figure. | 

The story told by practically all 
of those who were offering ‘‘out of 
condition’’ bulls was that grain was 
scarce and the prices too high for 
them to buy, and they thought they 
would pull their animals through on 
straw, with a little hay added, and 
let them make what they would. In 
every case the man who properly fed 
$25 worth of grain to his bull got 
$75 for it, because. of the superior 
and growthy condition his animal 
was in. 

But high grain feeding is not only 
unnecessary but it is undesirable 
when preparing young bulls for sale. 
Roots may be used to advantage as 
a substitute for a large portion, if

Sergt. ‘‘Ted.’’ Meeres writes the 
following letter to his sister, from 
England : 

Witley Camp, 
; Surrey, England. 
! April 4, 1917 
Dear Theresa:— 

Open commendation may now well 
replace veiled admonition, for dur- 
ing the past week I have received 
from that budding combination of 
banker and politician, who I am 
privileged to call my sister, no

ITALY THWARTS HUN 
"AIMS AT EVERY TURN 


Services to the World That Have 
Gone Unrecognized—First Chal- 
lenge to Pan-Germanism 
Dr. Vittorio Racco, of the Univer. 
sity of Rome and New York Univer- 
sity writes to vhe effect that, even if 
Italy had accomplished nothing with 
her armies she would have aided the 
cause of world liberty immeasurably. 

He says in part: 

Italy, by daring to declare war 

inst Turkey in 1911, at a moment 
when a wave of pacifism, regardless 
of the causes at issue, was sweeping 
over the world, gave the first blow 
to the German domination of the 
universe. By her occupation of the 
last two Turkish provinces of North- 
ern Africa, Italy achinved the follow- 
{ng important aims: She protected 
her present and future life in the 
Mediterranean; she prevented Ger- 
many from seizing those provinces, 
as she was on the point of doing, and 
thus kept Prussianism out of tho 
Mediterranean, and _ shut the first 
door to German world domination; 
she gave the first substantial coup to 
Turkey, kept alive only by the cow- 
ardice of the world and by the Pan- 
German aspirations; by her victory 
in Tripoli she revealed the instability 
of the Ottoman Empire, and prompted 
the Balkan States to unite for the 
war against Turkey. It was the ro- 
sentment of the Serbs for the sordid 
meddling of Austria-Hungary in the 
territorial re-adjustment among those 
States after the first Balkan war that 
brought about the Serajevo murder 
and the European war. 


Saved Serbla and France 


In 1918 Italy sternly refused to co- 
operate with Austria or to allow her 
to throttle Serbia. Had Italy ac 
cepted the Austrian proposition— 
which, be it remembered, implied a 
division of the spoils—Serbia would 
have been sacrificed, the Pan-German 
dream of Mittelouropa would have 
been realized, and not a European 
nation would have raised a finger to 
stop the thieves. 

In 1914, when Italy refused to as- 
sociate herself with Germany and 
Austria in their unwarranted and 
treacherous war of aggression, sho 
helped powerfully to save France. 
France was spared the burden of 
facing the Italian army and navy 
along her southeastern frontier, and, 
on the contrary, was permitted to 
withdraw every man of her force from 
the Italian frontier and to launch all 
her resources against the Germans. 
The result was the Marne. 


THE FIGHTING GOUGHS 


Three of Wiltshire Family Won Vic 
torla Cross—A Career 


General Sir Hubert de la Poer 
Gough, K.C.B., to give him his full 
name and title, is one of the “Fight. 
ing Goughs” of Wiltshire, a family 
that has bred soldiers for the Empira 
for many generations. His father, Sir 
Charles Gough, gained his V.C. during 
the Indian Mutiny for saving the life 
of his own brother, also a V.C. man, 
and Sir Hubert’s younger brother, 
Colonel John Gough, won his in So. 
maliland some years back. This con: 
stitutes a record. No other family 
can claim that three of its members 
have been recipients of this coveted 
order. Born in 1872, General Gough 
was gazetted from Sandhurst to the 
16th Lancers in 1889. He first saw 
active service in the Tirah campaign 
elght years later, earning a medal 
and two clasps. 

In the South African War he was 
in the thick of the fighting outside 
Ladysmith, where he was severely 
wounded. He was awarded for his 
services out there the Queen's medal 
with five clasps, and the King’s medal 
with two clasps, representing in all 
seven general engagements. He was 
also given a step up in rank, which 
had the effect of making him, at 
thirty-seven, the youngest colonel in 
the British army. For the rest, 
General Gough 1s very good-looking— 
an inheritance, probably, from his 
mother, who, before her marriage waa 
Miss de la Poer, a noted Irish beauty, 
He is quick, alert, agile, a splendid 
horseman, and keen on ail manner of 
outdoor sports.) °°" ere .

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THE NEWS, 
Game Act Amendments 


At the recent session of the Leg 
islature the Game Act was aeenied, 
and now provides for a close season 
on antelope until the first of Octo- 
ber, 1925. 

It also provides that wild gecse 
shall receive the same protection as 
wild ducks, the open season being 
from the first of September for 
both ducks and ¢:e25¢ 
of December, with a vag limit of 30 
ducks per day or 200 for the  sea- 
son. 

The clause -relating to the killing 
of White-winged Scoter, (commonly 
called Black duck), north of Town- 
ship 50, has been repealed. These 
birds will now receive the same pro- 
tection as other species of ducks. 

The shooting of swans and cranes 
is now prohibited at all times. 

All shore birds are now protected, 
there being no open season _there- 
fors, except for Black-Bellied Plover, 
American Golden Plover, Wilson 
Snipe, Greater Yellow Legs and Yel- 
low Legs, the open season for these 
birds being the same as for ducks 
and geese, i.c., from September lst 
to December 15th. 

The shooting of prairie chicken, 
(sharp-tailed grouse, pinnated 
grouse), partridge (Ruffed grouse), 
is prohibited until the first day of 
October, 1918. \ t 

A treaty has been‘entered into by 
the Dominion of Canada and the 
United States for the protection of 
‘migratory birds. It provides that 
there shall be no shooting of mizra- 
tory game, song or insectivorous 
birds during the spring migration. 
It specificially provides that “*swons 
and cranes shall be protected at all 
seasons of the year, for at least ten 
years, also that no shore bird, other 
than those specified above shall be 
hunted or shot at, at any time. 


N Young Girl of Lille 


The French foreign office has given 


out the following testimony, signed 
‘by Mademoiselle FE a young 


girl of known family in Lille. The 
other nares, which are likewise, for 
obvious reasons, represented by in- 
itials, are also known. No comment 
on such a statement will be needed ; 

“Between two and three o'clock in 
the morning, soldiers raided the 
houses—gencrally street by strect— ' 
and, to avoid any revolt or riot, 
mitrailleuse guns were brought up to 
sweep the strects. 

“Respectable young girls and 
others were carried off pell-mell to- 
gether, and all had to be subjected 
to the same treatment. Before their 
departure, under threat of thesrevol- ; 
ver, they were made to. sign an 
agreement saying that they left 
‘voluntarily.’ Mademoiselle D—— 
and her companions were told they 
were now in the service of Germany, 
Mademoiselle X has seen «itroc- 
ious deeds. All the women and 


young girls who were to serve offi- . 


cers were examined bodily, with the 
speculum—‘In your interest as well 
as for our health,’ the German mili- 
tary authorities said. The family 
of Mademoiselle X 
marks and she was allowed to re- 
turn two days before her turn at 
this medical visit. 

“At present (January, 1917),' not 
all the young girls have returned. 
Only those have been sent back who 
have been made sick or are enciente 
or nervously affected. Many have 
become insane.”’

| The new taxation proposal is to 
take from all persons, tirms and 
‘companies liable under the existing 
jwar tax 50 per cent of all profits in 
,excess of 15 per cent., but not *ex- 
\ceeding 20 per cent. per annum. and 
'75 per cent. of profits in excess of 
120 per cent. per annum on capit‘. 
The present tax is 25 per cent. on 
profits above seven per cent. in the 
case of incorporated companies, and 
i250 per cent. on profits exceeding 10 
per cent. in the case of partnersnips, 
etc. 

Under the new legislation, com- 
panies will be taxed at the present 
rate up to 15 per cent., between 15 
and 20 per cent. the government will 
take one-half the profits, and beyond 
20 per cent. three-fourths the pro- 
fits. 

The minister of finance expressed 
the opinion that the increase in the 
business war tax will affect more 
particularly manufacturers on runi- 
tions and other war supplies. He 
made no estimate of the amount of 
Mcreased revenue he expects to 
secure, beyond saying that he antici- 


pated a substantial additional rev- 
enue, 
Sir Thomas was opposed, as_ he 


has been in the past, to the imposi- 
tion of an income tax. The revenue 
from such a tax, he said, would be 
comparatively small, and it would 
be a difficult task to callect. 

A. K. Maclean, the chief opposi- 
tion critic, thought that the Cana- 
dian people had been borrowing too 
much and paying too little. The ex- 
penses of government, he said, had 
been too high. If patronage and 
party considerations were disregard- 
ed the surplus * applicable to war 
payments would exceed $100,000,000. 

Mr. Maclean criticized the guvern- 
ment for its proposal to again in- 
troduce the highways bill. He charg- 
ed that this was a political measure 
because the $10,000,000 it was pro- 
posed to spend could not be secured 
for that purpose -under present con- 
ditions. 

Dealing with the free wheat order- 
in-council, Mr. Maclean expressed the 
view that free wheat should , have 
been introduced as a budget meas 
ure. The order-in-council under thc 
War Measures act, he said, was but 
a temporary measure. It would ex- 
pire when the war was over. 

Sir Thomas White produced a 
legal opinion by the deputy minister 
of justice to the effect that the 
order-in-council had all the perman- 
ency of an act of parliament.

MME LIEUTENANT 


Character of General Who Seconded 
Commanders Great Effort— 
Trusted by Kitchener 


The names of two divistonal- com- 
manders stood out pre-eminently in 
Field Marshal Hafg’s despatch in the 

‘st Somme battle—General Sir Hu- 

ert Gough and General Sir Henry 
Rawlinson. Their job was to hold the 
Huns along the whole Somme front, 
to harass them and drive them, and 
give them no rest or respite any- 
where, leaving General Haig free to 
push home his main attacks. How 
well they succeeded let Sir Douglas 
say: “Their thorough knowledge of 
their profession,” he writes, “and 
their cool and sound judgment, tact 
and determination, proved fully equal 
to every call on them. They entirely 
justified their selection for such re- 
sponsible commands.” 


Served Under Kitchener 


Of the two men General. Sir Henry 
Rawlinson is probably the best known 
by name _to the man in the street. 
“Senacherib” Rawlinson they call him 
in the army—a nickname reminiscent 
of his Eton days, when his father, Sir 
Henry Creskick Rawlinson, the well 
known traveler and Oriental scholar, 
unearthed the burial place of that 
famous Assyrian monarch. Like 80 
many commanders who have won 
fame in the present world war, Raw- 
Iingon {8 a “Kitchener's man.” He 
served under him in Egypt, in South 
Africa, and elsewhere, and “K. of K.” 
trusted him and believed in him im- 
plicitly. 

Antwerp and Ypres 


General Rawlinson began his army 
career in the King’s Royal Rifles in 
1884, afterwards exchanging into the 
Coldstream Guards. His first job in 
the present war was in connection 
with the evacuation of Antwerp, when 
Lord Kitchener sent him out from 
London at a few hours’ notice to take 
command of the force detailed to 
cover the retirement of the Belgian 
army from that city. Later he fought 
under French at Ypres, and he com- 
manded the Fourth Army Corps at 
the stubborn but indecisive battle of 
Neuve Chanelle. Sere its

Veteran ‘Soldier Honored 


~- 


HIRTY-FIVE years work with the Cana 
| dian Pacific Railway Company and 
ae sixty-two years service in the military 

- €orces of the British Empire have brought 

- Tecognition and honour to Fred. L, Lydon, 
for the well-known veteran has been ad- 
‘vanced by the big transportation system, and 
ihe has been made a Lieutenant-Colonel by 
tthe military authorities. 

Born at Bermuda, West Indies, in 1838, the 
son of a father who came of a Galway, Ire - 
land, family, Lieutenant-Colonel] Lydon has’ 
‘had an interesting career. It {8 no wonder 
that his special outlet for activities les in the 
military field; his father was a soldier, and on 
ithe paternal side also his grandfather fought 
4s 8 private under the Duke of Wellington 
‘when Napoleon was defeated at Waterloo in 
1815; on the maternal side his grandfather was 
éoldier military secretary to the “Iron Duke,” 
and also took his part in the overthrow of 
‘Napoleon. Both grandfathers fought through 
the Peninsula War. 

“We Irish are shy to talkabout our 
experiences,” said Lieutenant-Colone] Lydon 

‘in an interview, “but I may say that it was 
in my blood to be a soldier. In 1854, when J 
was only fifteen years of age, I began service 
in England with the Dorset Militia. At the 
time of the Indian Mutiny J volunteered for 
service in the King’s Royal Rifles, remaining 
in this regiment from 1857 until 1866. I had 
not an opportunity of doing duty at the In 
dian Mutiny. When the King’s Own Rifles. 
were coming to Canada in 1861 I came with 
them, arriving on the 12th July. Afterwards 
I spent two years in Quebec, two in Montreal, 
and a little while in London, Ontario." 

Having spoken of the wonderful develop- 
ment of the Dominioa during the last half 
century Lieutenant-Colonel Lydon went on 
to say that in 1866, when the Fenfans raided 
Canada he was amongst those who went to 
meet them. “I remember the time well.” he & 
said, “for the hardest march of my life wag 
that which brought us into touch with the in. 
vaders. We marched thirty-four miles in a 
day. At Ridgeway and Fort Erie we captured quite a number of the Fenfans, 
who were badly organized and did not offer a vigorous resistance.” 

In December, 1866, he left the regular army and became adjutant-ine 
structor of the 28th Perth Battalion, serving two years with this unit. In 
those days the employees of military age on the Tailway to which he was at 
tached, were volunteers under milltary control. He was an energetic 
organizer amongst them. Later he came to Montreal and re-organized 
the “5th Royals,” and was their adjutant-instructor for many years. 
The “5th Royals’ was the parent of the present 5th Royal Higlanders. In! 
1889 Lieutenant-Colone) Lydon broke new territory and organized two com 
panies of Scotch Highland Cadets. This undertaking was most successful, 
for the companies gradually increased unti) there are now eight of them 
formed into one unit known as the Highland Cadet battalion. “These arel 
my children,” proceeded the veteran. “We gave eighty to the South! 
African War, and' to the present conflict we gave between four hundred and 
five hundred. | am still commander of the cadets.” 

“I did not seek any promotion,” said Lieutenant-Colonel Lydon. “I was 
content to work as I had been working. but I had a letter from Major- 
General E. W. Wilson, dated March 26 of this year, telling me that I have 
been made a Lieutenant-Colone] on the retired list.” He then produced a 
letter from Major-Genera] W. E. Hodgins, of the Adjutant-General's Office; 
Ottawa, which stated that the promotion was: “A recognition of your long, 
faithful and valuable services to the militia, and which are much appreci- 
ated by us older men, who know what you have done” j 

Besides having such a distinguished military career Lieutenant-Colonel 
Lydon has a good railway record. He has been in the General Ticket De- 
partment of the Canadian Pacific Railway for thirty-five years, and he has 
watched the company develop and spread {ts branches all over the world. 
The veteran railroad man under review was at the opening of the first 
general o‘fice at Place d'Armes, and during his connection vith the C. P. R 
has become widely known and deservedly popular with the public. 

It was a surprise to Lieutenant-Colonel Lydon when; on the morning of 
March 31st, he was summoned to the office of Lord Ghaughnessy, President 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, and was appointed to assist on the re- 
organizing staff of the First Aid Branch of the company, with office fn the 
Separtment of Mr. George Bury, Vice-President.

“Not only :were frequent hostile 
ounter-attacks shattered by our 
massed artillery fire, but those of 
the enemy who succeeded in penetr- 
ating our barrages were cut down 
by our rifle or machine gunfire. 

‘One British corps took prisoa:rs 
from no less than four German divi- 
sions. Our troops advanced aiong 
the whole front. m 

“Today there has again bevca con- 
iderable fighting, though somewhat 
less fierce in nature, at several pnints 
on the battle front. Between ‘the 
Sensee River and Monchy-Le-Preux 
our progress has been continued and 
our line has been advanced to with- 


in afew hundred yards of Fountaine- 
Les-Croisilles and Cherisy. @ 
“During the a.ternoon, in the 


neighborhood of Gavrelle, a hostile 
counter-attack by strong forces was 
broken up by our artillery and driven 
back in disorder under our fire. 
“More than 2,000 prisoners have 
passed through our collecting sta- 


tions since Monday morning, and 
here are others yet to come. 
“There was a greater amount. of 


fighting in the air Monday than has 
taken place before in a single day. 
Our airpfanes attacked the enemy’s 
machines wherever they could be 
found, with striking success, going 
ar behind the enemy's lines *. and 
ombing his railways, dumps and 
irdromes, and compelling him to 
give battle. 

‘In the course of the fighting 15 
German machines were brought down 
estroyed, and 24 others were driven 
down out of control, a majority of 
which probably ‘crashed.’ A large 
win engine three-seater was brought 


down inside our lines. Its occupants 
were made prisoners. Only two of 
ur machines are missing.’’
